4— To provide a p iper currency to be 


convertible into gold and tquaUoitln 
value at all tlmei and places, on which, 
wllh a volume adequtta to the general 
and utuil needs of ouslnea?, trjere sria'l 
be combined a quality of growth and 
•elasticity through wliicn ic will adjust 
Jtself automatically and promptly to nil 
variations uf demand, whether sudJcn 
or gradual, ana which shall distribute 
tttelf throughout the country a* ihe 
wants of different sections m ir requin-. 


6—To so util ze the existing silver dol- 


lars to maintain their pnri y with gold 
without icuprsing undue burdens upon 
the treasury. 


6—To avoid any hjirious eon'r>clon 


of the currency. 


7—To avoid tbe issue of interest heai- 


ing bonds, except la case of unlouk^d for 
emergency ; bat to confer the power to 
Issue bonds when necessary for tbe pre- 
servation of tie credit of the govern- 
ment. 


8—I'o accompli-h thrse ends by a plan 


which would lead from oar present con- 
futed and uncertain situation by gradual 
and progressive steps, without ilmck or 
Vlol-nt change, to a monetary system 
which aril] be thoroughly safe and good, 
and capable of growth to any extent th it 
tbe country may rrqulre. 


Approving uf tbe expressej purposes
